ducer in. He had invested his all and they realize that he must 
sell at their price, and so they have practically robbed him. 

These difficulties are being removed. and how? Sensible busi- 
ness men are realizing more and more that the fortunes are not 
made from the overworked business, but from the new undeveloped 
ihdustry.. 

Again, the government is gathering information about the un- 
developed industries, and this information is gathered. by experts 
This information can all be had for the asking. The coming of Dr. 
Hlie should be taken advantage of. His coming is almost an epoch 
in the Alaska fish industry. 

If our fishermen and business men will only make use of him 
it will help Alaska to mobilize—to get the money. 

And still again, the present war will compel our government to 
bemore manly in dealing wit food pirates. People are beginning: 
to realize that this elass of eriminals are more dangerous than: the 
bomb throwing anarchist, and should be treated.accordingly. 

The producers of Alaska can be more certain from thistime on 
of better treatment, and investors will feel more safe..
